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Poll  uncovers  diversity  of  religious  opinions  on  right 


CHICAGO  (ABP)  —  "The  Re^gious 
Right  is  “deeply  divided”  from  other 
Americans  on  a  number  of  social  issues,  as 
well  as  in  their  attitudes  toward  homosexu¬ 
als,  atheists,  feminists  and  political  liberals, 
according  to  a  recent  survey. 

“These  differences  are  not  only  large  but 
also  quite  consistent  and  closely  tied  to 
strongly  held  religious  beliefs  about  what  is 
best  for  American  society  and  what  values 
and  groups  should  be  favored,”  reported  ana¬ 
lyst  Tom  Smith  of  the  National  Opinion 
Research  Center  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  The  study  was  commissioned  by 
the  American  Jewish  Committee. 

Forty-eight  percent  of  those  aligned  with 
the  Religious  Right  said  they  favored  adding 


a  constitutional  amendment  declaring  that 
the  United  States  is  a  Christian  nation,  a 
view  held  by  23  percent  of  other  Americans. 

Nearly  nine  in  10  (89  percent)  of  those 
aligned  with  the  Religious  Right  favor  a  con¬ 
stitutional  amendment  permitting  spoken 
prayers  in  public  schools.  Among  the  gener¬ 
al  population,  66  percent  favor  a  school- 
prayer  amendment. 

Findings  revealed  deep  differences 
between  the  Religious  Right  and  other 
Americans  on  other  issues: 

■  Abortion.  Thirty-eight  percent  of  the 
Religious  Right  said  it  should  be  illegal  in  all 
circumstances,  compared  with  14  percent  of 
other  Americans. 


Christians  have  mixed  views  on  Jews, 
but' strongly  support  nation  of  Israel 

CHICAGO  (ABP)  —  Members  of  the  Religious  Right  are  ambivalent  in  their  attitudes 
about  Jews,  according  to  a  recent  study  commissioned  by  the  American  Jewish  Committee. 

The  study  described  a  “pattern  of  positive  and  negative  sentiments”  in  attitudes  toward 
Jews  among  the  Religious  Right.  Compared  to  other  Americans,  ^y  are  more  favorable 
toward  Israel  and  the  special  biblical  status  of  the  Jews,  neither  ftiore  nor  less  favorable 
in  terms  of  their  political  and  social  acceptance  of  Jews,  and  “more  unfavorable  in  their 
other  beliefs  about  Jews,  the  study  reported. 

In  a  survey  conducted  by  the  Gallup  International  Institute,  61  percent  of  respondents 
aligned  with  the  Religious  Right  said  their  sympathies  are  more  with  Israel  than  with  the 
Arabs  in  the  Middle  East,  compared  to  52  percent  of  other  Americans. 

Seventy-two  percent  of  the  Religious  Right  said  Jews  have  a  right  to  the  land  of  Israel 
because  it  was  promised  to  them  by  God,  compared  to  42  percent  of  other  Americans. 
More  than  half  (53  percent)  of  the  Religious  Right  said  Jews  remain  God’s  chosen  peo¬ 
ple,  compared  to  28  percent  of  other  Americans. 

However,  only  26  percent  of  those  aligned  with  the  Religious  Right  said  Jews  do  not 
need  to  be  converted  to  Christianity,  a  view  held  by  52  percent  of  other  Americans. 
Twenty-two  percent  of  the  Religious  Right  said  Jews  —  now  as  in  the  past  —  must 
answer  for  killing  Christ,  compai^  to  8  percent  of  o^r  Americans. 

More  of  those  aligned  with  the  Religious  Right  said  they  felt  close  to  Jews  37  per¬ 
cent,  compared  to  35  percent  of  other  Americans.  „•  u  «  u 

“Jews  have  an  ambivalent  place  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  Religious  Right,  the 
study  said.  “On  the  one  hand,  they  are  the  Hebrews  of  the  Old  Testament,  God’s  chosen 
people,  and  Jesus’  forbears.  On  the  other  hand,  they  are  seen  as  outsiders  —  late  anivds, 
non-Christians,  either  Orthodox  practitioners  following  strange  customs  or  secular 
humanists  following  strange  values.” 


■  Morality.  A  large  majority  of  the 
Religious  Right  (88  percent)  think  the  main 
cause  of  America’s  problems  is  moral  decay, 
compared  to  a  smaller  majority  (76  percent) 
of  other,  Americans. 

■  Political  involvement.  Three-fourths  ^ 
(76  percent)  of  the  Religious  Right  said 
Christians  should  get  involved  in  politics  to 
protect  their  values,  a  view  shared  by  58  per¬ 
cent  of  other  Americans. 

Sixty-five  percent  of  other  Americans 
said  religious  leaders  should  not  try  to  influ¬ 
ence  how  people  vote  in  elections,  compared 
to  49  percent  in  the  Religious  Right. 

Nearly  hsflf  (47  percent)  of  those  aligned 
with  the  Religious  Right  said  a  politician’s 
religious  views  are  relevant  in  determining 
fitness  for  public  office,  compared  to  33  per¬ 
cent  of  other  Americans. 

Fewer  members  of  the  Religious  Right 
agreed  with  a  statement  that  a  person  can  be 
both  a  political  liberal  and  a  good  Christian, 
64  percent  compared  to  79  percent  of  other 
Americans. 

Forty-four  percent  of  the  Religious  Right 
agreed  that  on  most  political  issues,  there  is 
only  one  correct  Christian  point  of  view, 
while  only  19  percent  of  other  Americans 
felt  that  way. 

■  Son-traditional  views  and  lifestyles. 
Sixty-fdur  percent  of  the  Religious  Right  said 
atheists'have  too  much  influence  in  society. 

Seventy-nine  percent  said  gay-rights 
groups  have  too  much  influence.  Fi^-eight 
percent  identified  liberals  as  having  too 
much  influence  and  43  percent  said  femi¬ 
nists  have  too  much  clout. 

Seventy-one  percent  of  those  aligned 
with  the  Religious  Right  said  they  would 
prefer  not  to  have  homosexuals  as  neigh¬ 
bors,  while  58  percent  of  other  Americans 
said  it  would  make  no  difference. 

Fifty-four  percent  of  the  Religous  Right 
said  they  would  not  want  to  live  near  an 
atheist. 

Three  fourths  (75  percent)  of  the 
Religious  Right  said  th^  would  n«  vote  for 
an  atheist  for  president  if  the  candidate  were 


otherwise  well  qualified.  Seventy-four  per¬ 
cent  said  they  would  not  vote  for  a  homo¬ 
sexual,  50  percent  would  not  vote  for  a 
Moslem,  14  percent  would  not  vote  for  a  Jew 
and  1 1  percent  said  they  would  not  vote  for 
a  woman. 

Among  other  Americans,  38  percent  said 
being  an  atheist  should  not  disqualify  a  pres¬ 
idential  candidate. 

The  same  percentage  said  they  would  not 
vote  for  a  homosexual,  26  percent  would  not 
supjxirt  a  Moslem,  5  percent  a  Jew  and  5 
percent  a  woman. 

“Drawing  on  orthodox  Christianity  in 
general  and  evangelicalism  in  particular,  the 
Religious  Right  seeks  to  infuse  politics  and 
public  policy  with  their  ‘old  time  religion’ 
and  to  restore  Bible-based  traditions  and  val¬ 
ues  to  American  society,”  the  study  reported. 

“While  hardly  fanatical  exclusionists,  the 
followers  of  the  Religious  Right  are  dedicat¬ 
ed  believers  in  a  Christ-centered  theology 
that  views  homosexuals,  atheists  and  some 
other  groups  of  leftists  and  outsiders  as  seri¬ 
ous  threats  to  our  country.  '' 

“From  their  faith  comes  conviction  and  a 
reluctance  to  accept  as  ^ual  the  beliefs  and 
customs  of  others.  It  is  not  that  they  are 
intolerant,  but  they  deem  tolerance  as  a  less¬ 
er  value  than  Christian  morality. 

Their  first  political  principle  is  that  Christ 
rules;  all  else  follows  from  Aat.” 

nie  Gallup  International  Institute  con¬ 
ducted  the  survey,  comparing  responses 
from  507  Americans  aligned  with  the 
Religious  Right  with  503  other  Americans. 

All  respondents  were  interviewed  by  tele¬ 
phone  between  May  10  and  June  3,  1996. 

The  survey  found  that  those  aligned  with 
the  Religious  Right  constitute  14  percent  of 
the  total  American  population. 

They  tend  to  be  more  from  rural  areas  and 
the  South,  older,  less  educated,  less  well-off, 
more  Protestant  and  more  Republican  than 
other  Americans,  according  to  the  study. 

Half  of  those  aligned  with  the  Religious 
Right  identified  their  specific  denomination 
as  Baptist,  as  did  28  percent  of  other 
Americans  in  the  survey. 


Building  a  church  recreation  facility  is  not  a  “Field  of 
Dreams”  proposition,  says  John  Gamer,  director  of  the  church 
recreation  program  at  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  in 
Nashville.  “It  isn’t  ‘If  you  build  it,  they  will  come.’  There  are 
recreation  buildings  all  over  the  country  that  are  dark  and 
closed  because  of  inadequate  program  planning,”  he  explained. 
Gamer  recommended  first  developing  a  theology  and  philoso¬ 
phy  about  church  reccrcation  before  proceeeding  with  the 
building  project.  “Start  small  with  what  you  have.  You  can  — 
and  you  should  —  let  the  ministry  grow  and  then  build  a  facil¬ 
ity  to  house  it.  Remember:  form  follows  function.  The  pro¬ 
gramming  should  dictate  the  design  of  the  building,”  he  said. 
Churches  should  not  feel  pressured  to  build  a  facility  just 
because  other  churches  are  doing  it.  Gamer  stressed,  and 
church  members  should  not  consider  a  recreational  facililty  as 
cure-all  for  other  ills.  A  building  doesn’t  win  souls,  he  pointed 
out.  “People  win  other  people  to  for  Christ,”  Gamer  said. 


Marie  Green  Lewis  still  recalls  the  day  64  years  ago  when 
she  was  baptized  as  a  nine-year-old  in  the  flowing  waters  of  the 
Bogue  Chitto  River.  That’s  why  she  feels  so  driven  to  lead 
young  girls  to  the  same  sweet  memory.  “This  is  my  one  oppor¬ 
tunity  that  God  has  given  me  to  help  them  be  influenced  in  a 
positive  way.  It  is  very  stimulating  to  be  around  the  girls,”  said 
the  Kentwood,  La.,  resident,  who  always  carries  a  photo  of  her 
latest  crop  of  Acteens  award  winners.  Lewis  taught  home  eco¬ 
nomics  for  18  years  and  helped  her  husband  manage  a  dairy 
farm  outside  Kentwood.  He  died  of  cancer  in  1982.  “I  had 
always  been  taught  that  God  would  give  you  the  strength  to 
deal  with  every  situation.  I  did  not  get  bitter.  1  did  not  question 
why,”  she  said.  Lewis  is  now  training  other  women  to  take  over 
her  work  with  the  girls.  ‘Tm  experienced  enough  to  know  that 
the  girls  need  a  younger  woman  in  there.  1  know  the  day  is 
coming,”  she  pointed  out.  Lewis’  pastor,  Scott  Jones,  said  she 
leads  by  example.  “She  gives  her  all  to  those  teenage  girls.  She 
expects  her  girls  to  do  the  same,”  he  said.

(*ABP)  —  Being  an  active  Christian  is  no  less 
dangerous  in  parts  of  the  world  today  than  it  was  in 
the  days  of  the  Roman  Empire,  according  to  agen¬ 
cies  monitoring  religious  persecution. 

“In  the  20th  century  we’ve  lost  more  Christians 
dying  for  their  faith  than  in  any  previous  century,” 
said  Brad  Winkler,  office  coordinator  for  Voice  of 
the  Martyrs,  which  monitors  persecution  and  has 
missions  activities  in  30  countries. 

Southern  Baptists  and  about  40  other  denomina¬ 
tions  and  parachurch  agencies  have  set  aside 
Sunday,  Sept.  29,  as  an  international  day  of  prayer 
for  the  persecuted  church. 

Among  the  atrocities  in  recent  years  catalogued 
by  Voice  of  the  Martyrs  and  others: 

—  In  China,  a  45-year-old  itinerant  evangelist 
was  arrested  while  meeting  with  a  small  group  of 
Christians  in  a  house  church. 

Voice  of  the  Martyrs  reported  he  may  be  sen¬ 
tenced  to  an  extended  “re-education  through  labor” 
prison  term. 

—  In  Sudan,  the  Muslim-dominated  government 
in  the  north  has  instituted  a  holy  war  to  make  the 
whole  country  Islamic. 

A  horrific  campaign  in  the  predominantly 
Christian  southern  region  includes  Christians  being 
tortured  before  being  crucified,  said  Mark  Kelly, 
editor  of  “Advance,”  a  monthly  newsletter  promot¬ 
ing  prayer  for  unreached  people  groups  and  those 
encountering  religious  persecution. 

Winkler  said  Christians  encounter  severe  recep¬ 
tions  in  many  countries,  but  Sudan  is  the  worst. 
Radical  Muslims  “come  into  villages  and  maim  the  , 
Christians,  leaving  them  half-alive,”  he  said.  “They 
steal  the  children,  forcing  them  into  schools  to 
study  the  Koran.” 


—  In  Algeria  this  spring,  Muslim  rebels  wanting 
to  establish  an  Islamic  government  killed  .seven 
French  Roman  Catholic  monks. 

Religion  News  Service  reported  that  a  grisly 
discovery  awaited  the  monks’  superiors  who  trav¬ 
eled  to  Algeria  to  arrange  the  burial:  the  killers  had 
returned  only  the  severed  heads  of  their  victims. 

Many  in  America  are  taking  notice.. 

In  August,  U.S.  Rep.  Frank  Wolf  of  Virginia, 
introduced  a  “sense  of  the  House”  resolution  con¬ 
demning  the  persecution  of  Christians  and  asking 
President  Clinton  to  expand  government  efforts  to 
combat  persecution  of  Christians. 

Last  week,  the  U.S.  Senate  passed  a  similar  res¬ 
olution. 

At  this  year’s  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
annual  meeting  in  New  Orleans,  messengers  passed 
a  resolution  to  observe  the  day  of  prayer  Sept.  29 
and  urging  U.S.  government  leaders  to  “uphold  the 
fundamental  freedom  of  religious  liberty  in  the 
conduct  of  foreign  policy.” 

Christian  Life  Commission  trustees  voted  in 
September  to  mail  information  about  persecuted 
Christians  to  every  Southern  Baptist  pastor. 

Winkler  said  Christians’  two  best  weapons 
against  persecution  are  prayer  and  letters. 

Voice  of  the  Martyrs  encourages  Christians  to  be 
informed  about  specific  incidents  and  countries  in 
order  to  pray  more  specifically,  Winkler  said.  “That 
is  our  greatest  weapon.” 

Letter-writing  campaigns  have  helped  free  some 
Christians,  he  added. 

“Many  times  we’ve  seen  that  if  thousands  of 
people  write  a  particular  government  official  about 
a  specific  person  who  is  in  jail,  that  Christian  will 
be  released  early,”  he  said.

Let  your  light  shine 


In  the  culture  war,  it  often 
seems  we  take  a  step  forward,  then 
a  step  backward.  The  stalemate  can 
be  frustrating  for  Christians  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  collective  soul  of 
our  country. 

For  example  —  within  a  few 
days  of  the  enactment  of  the  fed¬ 
eral  Defense  of  Marriage  Act 
prohibiting  the  recognition  of 
same  sex  marriages  (a  step  for¬ 
ward).  corporate  leader  IBM 
announced  the  company  tVill 
begin  extending  benefits  to  part¬ 
ners  of  homosexual  exployees  (a 
step  backward). 

The  “Time"  magazine  elec¬ 
tronic  news  center  reported  IBM 
is  joining  Disney.  American 
Express,  Microsoft.  Apple  Com¬ 
puters,  Time  Warner,  and  nearly 
500  other  large  companies  in 
extending  benefits  to  partners  of 
homosexual  employees. 

IBM.  however,  is  by  far  the 
largest  company  to  take  this  action, 
and  the  “Time"  news  center  report¬ 
ed  homosexual  activitists  believe 
IBM’s  decision  will  encourage 
other  companies  to  follow  suit. 

“Having  a  company  like  IBM  on 


board  is  going  to  shake  a  lot  more  of 
them  out  of  the  trees,”  said  activist 
Liz  Winfield  of  Massachusetts, 
founder  of  an  organization  called 
“Common  Ground.” 

In  too  many  areas  of  American 
society,  Chri.stians  are'  indeed 
strangers  in  a  strange  land,  made  to 
feel  out-of-step  with  the  culture. 

Top  government  officials  belit¬ 
tle  the  involvement  of  religious 
people  in  politics  and  seek  to 
exclude  any  religious  viewpoint 
from  fiuBlic  life. 

The  entertainment  industry  and 
news  media  actively  and  consis¬ 
tently  portray  Christianity  as 
something  to  be  loathed,  while 
offering  up  prime  time  perversion 
that  rivals  the  hedonism  of  Sodom. 

In  the  meantime,  young  people 
(and  many  adults)  in  search  of  spir¬ 
itual  meaning  are  left  to  wander  the 
confusing  smorgasboard  of  ani¬ 
mistic,  pagan,  and  outright  unreli¬ 
gious  behavior  that  passes  for  wor¬ 
ship  in  America  today. 

Truth  is  twisted,  and  right 
becomes  wrong  in  the  eyes  of 
those  who  seek  to  justify  sin.  Even 
the  language  used  puts  a  more 


palatable  face  on  immorality. 

What’s  a  Christian  to  do? 

We  can  take  heart  from  the 
example  of  our  Savior.  Jesus  Christ 
was  belittled  for  his  faith  and 
shunned  by  the  popular  culture  of 
his  day  (Mark  6:1-6). 

Still  he  mourned  for  those  who 
refused  to  understand  (Luke 
13:34). 

His  ideas  weren’t  too  popular 
with  sinners  (Matt.  26:62-67),  yet 
he  stood  firm  in  his  conviction  to 
love  sinners  while  calling  them  out 
of  their  sin  (John  4,  John  8:1-11). 

We  identify  with  Jesus’  frustra¬ 
tion  with  his  enemies  (Luke 
1 1 :52).  but  do  we  follow  his  exam¬ 
ple  in  loving  them  (Luke  6:27-36)7 

It’s  true  that  we  live  in  a  culture 
of  darkness,  but  so  did  Jesus.  The 
world  didn’t  just  get  that  way  in 
our  wicked  generation. 

Like  believers  of  the  past,  we 
must  remain  firm  in  the  faith  and 
pierce  that  darkness  (Matt.

Virginia  conservatives  vote  to  form  separate  state  convention

Abt^ut  5(K)  messengers  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  SBCV  raised 
their  ballots  in  support  ot  their 
executive  committee’s  recommen¬ 
dation  to  form  a  new  convention. 
When  no  one  raised  a  ballot  in 
opposition,  the  messengers  stood 
and  applauded  in  the  auditorium  of 
Richmond’s  Grove  Avenue 
Church.  The  SBCV  already  had 
1 1 5  member  churches  before  vot- 
•ing  to  become  a  state  convention. 

Virginia  conservative  leaders 
cited  three  primary  reasons  for  the 
historic  action: 

—  Theological  differences  with 
the  moderate-dominated  BGAV. 

—  A  desire  to  support  fully  the 


RICHMOND.  Va.  (BP»— 
Conservative  Southern  Baptists  in 
Virginia  voted  unanimously  Sept. 
16  to  form  their  own  state  conven¬ 
tion  in  an  apparently  unprecedent¬ 
ed  action  in  the  151-year  history-  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Virginia  now  has  two  conven¬ 
tions  identified  with  Southern 
Baptists:  The  Baptist  General 
Association  of  Virginia  (BGAV) 
and  the  new  one.  Southern  Baptist 
Conservatives  of  Virginia  (SBCV). 
a  name  which  may  be  changed  as 
transitional  decisions  are  made. 

It  appears  to  be  the  first  time 
Southern  Baptists  have  had  compet¬ 
ing  conventions  in  the  same  state.

relates  directly  to  indiv  idual  church¬ 
es  from  the  vaiious  states  thnnigh  the 
messengers  the  churches  select  tor 
that  purpose.”  said  Bill  Merrell,  the 
SBC  Executive  Committee’s  vice 
president  for  convention  relations,  in 
a  written  statement. 

"The  bylaws  do  not  prevent 
cooperation  with  more  than  one 
convention  of  Baptists  from  a  geo¬ 
graphic  area. 

"Constitutionally,  though  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  inde¬ 
pendent  and  sovereign  in  its  own 
sphere,  it  dties  not  claim,  nor  will  it 
attempt,  to  exercise  any  authority 
over  any  other  Baptist  b^y.  includ¬ 
ing  any  convention  of  Baptists. 

"The  Executive  Committee  is 
charged  with  receiving  and  di.strib- 
uting  contributions  from  the 
churches  for  missions,  theological 
education,  ministry,  and  evangelism 
in  keeping  with  the  Cooperative 
Program  formula  agreed  to  by  the 
convention.  We  remain  committed 
to  faithfully  carrying  out  that 
responsibility.”  he  said. 

"I  don’t  anticipate  (a  problem),” 
said  Chauncey,  who  became  full¬ 
time  director  in  April.

The  MRI  resuhs  —  which  were 
inspected  by  an  American  radiolo¬ 
gist  on  a  Baptist  mission  trip  in  the 
area  —  showed  serious  contusions 
(bruises)  on  the  frontal  lobes  of 
Braswell’s  brain,  from  which  he  is 
expected  to  make  a  full  recovery.

SBC-Exec.  Comm,  declines  motions 


NASHVILLE.  Tenn,  ( BP)  —  In  a  relatively  quiet  — 
and  quick  —  meeting,  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention's  Executive  Committee  granted  SI50.(K)0 
to  a  Baptist  sch(M)ls  assiK'iation  and  declined  to  act  on 
a  number  of  referred  motions  from  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  annual  meeting  in  New  Orleans. 

The  Sept.  16-18  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  concluded  Tuesday  at  mid-aftemoon  fol¬ 
lowing  a  one-hour  plenary  session  where  there  was  no 
debate  and  all  votes  on  recommendations  were  appar¬ 
ently  unanimous. 

A  shortened  meeting  appeared  likely  when  the  sched¬ 
ule  eliminated  a  budget  request  presentation  by  the  19 
SBC  agencies,  a  regular  part  ot  the  September  meeting. 


Officials  decided  to  do  all  of  the  budget  preparation 
tor  the  1997-98  SBC  year  at  the  Februa^  meeRng 
because  of  the  denominational  restq)t'’ltt^ngq  Uili™ 
The  Association  of  Southern  Baptist  Colleges  and 
.Schools  ( ASBCS)  wifi  receive  $150.(KK)  over  tvvo  years 
in  a  request  from  the  Education  Commission,  which 
wifi  dissolve  Dec.  31.  19%.  Commissioners  asked  the 
Executive  Committee  to  grant  the  funds  from  the  com¬ 
mission’s  budget  to  help  ASBCS  get  started.  ASBCS 
will  assume  some  of  the  functions  of  the  Education 
Commission  following  its  closure. 

The  Executive  Comroiitee  took  action,  by  declining 
to  act  in  most  instances,  on  16  rnotions  refeirol  from 
the  SBC  annual  meeth^in  New  Orleans.  ,

A  jet  airliner  falls  from  the  sky  off  New  York’s  Long 
Island  killing  all  on  board.  A  bomb  goes  off  at  Atlanta’s 
Centennial  Park  sending  people  bleeding  and  dying  to  the 
hospital.  A  mother  comes  home  to  discover  that  her  son 
has  been  brutally  murdered  while  he  slept  on  the  couch. 
Cancer  strikes  a  child  as  she  is  approaching  the  thrilling 
years  of  grade  school.  A  young  woman  excited  about  her 
pregnancy,  loses  the  child  near  the  end  of  her  first  trimester 
dashing  the  couples  hopes  of  their  first  child.  So,  where  is 
God?  Something  kin  to  this  might  be  the  modem  equiva¬ 
lent  of  the  situation  facing  the  prophet  Habakkuk  in  our 
lesson  under  study.  When  it  appears  to  the  human  eye  that 
God  has  removed  his  loving  grace,  what’s  a  person  to  do? 
When  we  cry  out  for  understanding  and  God  seems  silent, 
do  we  become  silent  for  fear  that  God  has  withdrawn  from 
our  situation? 

When  1  look  back  over  my  life,  God  seems  to  have 
taught  me  more  through  difficulty  than  through  ea.se. 
Something  deep  in  the  soul  is  moved  when  we  seem  left  to 
fend  for  ourselves  instead  of  Gcxi  coming  to  the  re.scue.  On 
cloudy  days  when  the  sun  is  hidden  from  our  view,  faith 
tells  us  that  the  sun  is  still  up  beyond  the  clouds  and  will 
appear  again. 

Habakkuk  voiced  a  complaint.  How  would  God  allow 
for  a  pagan  nation  to  be  used  to  crush  his  own  people 
( 1  ;6)?  To  his  limited  understanding  and  vision,  what  God 
was  doing  seemed  incompatible  with  divine  purpose  and 
sovereignty.  With  things  the  way  they  were,  life  for  his 
people  didn’t  seem  to  make  sense. 

And  so  he  complained  (2;  1 ).  But  note  that  along  with 
the  question  came  God’s  quick  response  (vv.  2-4). 

Christians  today  need  to  be  reminded  that  God  doesn’ t 
grow  silent  just  because  we  feel  as  though  he  has  with¬ 
drawn.  This  is  precisely  the  time  when  our  Bibles  must  be 
meditated  upon  so  God  can  lead  us  to  an  explanation  ot 
what  he  is  doing  in  our  life.  Again,  I ’ve  learned  more 
when  I  have  approached  the  Word  of  God  seeking  specifics 
than  when  approaching  it  devotionally.  Henry  Blackaby 
has  reminded  many  of  us  that  God  speaks  to  us  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  by  way  of  prayer,  circumstances,  the  church, 
and  others  but  always  confirms  it  by  his  Word.  The  point 
then  comes  in  the  life  of  a  believer  when,  by  faith,  we  have 
to  live  on  in  the  midst  of  it  all  (v.  4).  It  doesn’ t  mean  that 
everything  will  immediately  get  better,  it  might  get  worse 
still.  But  that  is  precisely  when  we  have  to  believe  that 
God  knows  what  he  is  doing  whether  it  looks  like  it  or  not. 

Habakkuk  came  to  understand  that  God  moves  in  ways 
that  will  bring  about  his  perfect  will  (3:1-2).  The  destruc¬ 
tion  coming  upon  Judah  was  a  result  of  their  own  behavior. 
God  had  every  right  to  judge  his  people’s  sin.  Habakkuk 
just  thought  he  could  go  about  it  differently  and  come 
away  with  the  same  results. 

\^at  he  did  learn  was  that  people  can  always  approach 
God  with  their  praise  or  their  complaint  and  he  always 
hears  and  responds  (3:18).  The  time  may  come  however 
when  God  will  reserve  the  right  to  withhold  complete 
understanding,  as  he  is  always  Sovereign  and  Lord.  It  is  at 
that  point  precisely  when  our  faith  must  be  enough  to  carry 
us  through.  Perhaps  a  vision  of  the  cross  at  just  such  a 
point,  will  reinforce  our  heart  that  regardl^s  of  what  hap¬ 
pens,  God’s  love  shown  forth  on  Calvary  is  unquestion- 
able.  . 

Is  it  difficult  to  trust  God  right  now?  Has  your  faith 
been  shaken  and  your  heart  challenged?  Rest  assured  that 
you’re  not  the  first  one  or  ^e  last  who  has  placed  m 
such  a  situation.  Being  related  to  God  by  faith  in  his  Son 
doesn’ t  guarantee  life  without  difficulty.  The  righteous  live 
by  faith  and  trust  in  God  even  when  it  doesn  t  make  wnse, 
at  least  to  us.  Pray  right  now  for  clarity  of  understanding. 
Seek  God’s  often  quiet,  unassuming  voice  as  you  open  his 
Word  and  seek  his  counsel.  Ask  for  the  outcome  of  his  pur¬ 
pose  in  the  midst  of  your  struggle.  Seek  to  live  a^ve  the 
fray  you  may  be  facing  and  request  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
bring  you  rest  and  assurance  right  now.  Live  by  faith  and 
keep  trusting.  Jesus  never  fails!

The  new  city  (21:1-27).  After  the  final  defeat  of  the 
Devil,  John  saw  the  New  Jerusalem  coming  dovvn  from 
heaven.  The  announcement  is  made  that  God  now  dwells 
with  his  people  and  they  have  no  reason  to  be  afraid  or  sad. 
No  longer  will  they  be  in  pain  or  fear  death.  All  the  nega¬ 
tive  things  concerning  the  first  heaven  and  earth  have  , 
passed  away.  The  reason  for  the  absence  of  bad  things  is 
that  God  has  made  everything  new.  God  (or  Jesus)  told 
John  that  he  could  record  this  vision,  for  it  was  trustworthy 
and  true.  But  Jesus  made  it  clear  to  John  that  no  one  could 
enter  this  city  except  “he  who  conquers.”  The  cowardly,  the 
faithless,  the  polluted,  and  others  would  be  excluded  and 
thrown  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

One  of  the  angels  who  had  had  the  seven  bowls  of 
God’s  wrath  offered  to  show  John  the  Bride,  the  wife  of 
the  Lamb.  John  was  carried  away  in  the  spirit  to  a  high 
mountain  where  he  viewed  the  city.  The  city  is  described  in 
fantastic  details  that  indicate  that  God  spared  no  expense  in 
preparing  this  wonderful  place  for  his  jjeople.  Its  radiance 
was  like  a  rare  jewel.  A  great,  high  wall  symbolizes  protec¬ 
tion.  Twelve  gates  indicate  free  access  to  those  who  live 
there.  The  twelve  gates  also  are  named  for  the  twelve  tribes 
of  Israel.  The  city  is  built  for  stability  on  twelve  founda¬ 
tions,  each  indicating  one  of  the  apostles. 

The  measuring  of  the  city  indicates  that  it  is  perfect  in 
every  way.  The  city  was  pure  gold  and  was  adorned  with 
all  types  of  jewels.  The  twelve  gates  were  each  made  of  a 
single  pearl,  and  the  street  was  pure  gold,  transparent  as 
glass. 

John  also  indicated  that  there  was  no  need  tor  a  special 
place  of  worship  in  the  city,  for  God  himself  and  Jesus 
were  the  temple.  The  city  also  did  not  have  to  depend  upon 
the  sun  and  moon  for  light,  since  the  glory  of  God  is  its 
light.  Never  again  will  GcxI’s  people  be  concerned  with 
being  shut  out  of  their  city,  for  the  gates  never  close,  and  it 
never  gets  dark  there. 

John  also  reminded  the  Christians  that  nothing  unclean 
would  enter  there.  No  one  practicing  abomination  or  false¬ 
hood  would  be  present.  Only  those  whose  names  were 
written  in  the  Lamb’s  book  of  life  could  enter  the  great 
city.  In  order  to  live  there,  God’s  people  had  to  be  faithful 
to  God  and  resist  the  temptation  to  deny  their  faith. 

The  river  and  the  tree  of  life  (22:1-21).  John  then  saw 
a  river  that  ran  from  the  throne  of  God  through  the  city. 

The  river  was  lined  with  trees  of  life  whose  leaves  were  for 
the  healing  of  the  nations.  The  trees  also  provided  fruit, 
perhaps  for  food.  Nothing  accursed  will  be  there.  Only 
God’s  servants  who  worship  him — no  one  who  worships 
Caesar — would  be  present.  John  is  reminded  that  these 
things  are  true  and  that  he  has  permission  to  record  them. 
Jesus  reminds  John  that  he  is  coming  soon  three  times  (vv. 

7,12,20).  .... 

John  then  gives  his  personal  authentication  to  the 
visions  of  Revelation  (v.  8).  Once  again  John  makes  the 
mistake  of  falling  down  to  worship  an  angel  and  is  correct¬ 
ed.  John  is  told  in  v.  10  not  to  seal  up  the  words  of  this 
book,  for  the  time  is  near.  He  reminds  the  Christians  that 
only  they  who  are  faithful  have  a  right  to  the  tree  of  life. 

As  with  other  apocalyptic  writing.  Revelation  includes  a 
warning  to  those  who  would  tamper  with  the  book.  Anyone 
wishing  to  add  to  the  book  can  expect  to  have  the  plagues 
recorded  in  the  book  added  to  him.  Anyone  taking  away 
from  the  book  could  expect  to  have  his  share  of  the 
rewards  described  in  the  book  taken  away.  The  book  con¬ 
cludes  with  another  reminder  that  Jesus  is  coming  soon. 
Christians  then  and  now  need  to  be  ready  for  the  eventual 
and  abrupt  arrival.  Then  and  now,  the  key  to  being  pre¬ 
pared  is  BE  FAITHFUL.

How  can  I  endure  in  my  faith  when  hardships  arise? 

Does  having  faith  in  God  mean  health,  wealth  and  bless¬ 
ings?  No,  hardships  will  come  to  believers  and  we  need  to 
be  prepared  to  endure  the  storms  of  life.  For  example,  two 
Christian  families  live  side  by  side.  One  family  enjoys 
good  health.  In  the  other  family  the  seven  year  old  son  is 
dealing  with  cancer.  Is  God  still  God?  Yes,  he  is  the  One  • 
who  gives  the  strength  to  endure  and  to  overcome. 

Focus  on  Jesus’  example  (Heb.  12:1-3).  Chapter  1 1 
gave  examples  of  people  who  had  great  faith  and  endured 
many  dangerous,  painful  situations.  Now  the  writer  of 
Hebrews  says  in  12:1,  because  of  their  powerful  testimony, 
let  us  also  .strive  to  run  the  race  of  life  in  such  a  way  which 
honors  God. 

Christians  are  to  focus  on  Jesus  because  He  is  the  ulti¬ 
mate  example  of  faith.  Christ  endured  the  agony  of  Jhe 
cross,  should  not  we  too  be  willing  to  endure? 

Learn  from  discipline  (Heb.  12:7a,  10-11).  Because 
Gcxl  loves  us,  he  disciplines  us.  Not  every  hardship  we 
endure  is  God’s  discipline.  Some  heartaches  come  a.s  a 
result  of  human  evil.  God  uses  circumstances  to  discipline 
his  children,  to  mold  them  for  life  and  for  eternity.  God 
disciplines  believers  because  ot  his  great,  personal  love  for 
each  individual.  His  discipline  has  a  purpose  “that  we  may 
share  in  his  holiness”  (v.  10).  Discipline  is  never  pleasant, 
but  it  produces  a  great  profit  in  righteousness  to  those  who 
are  molded  by  it.  Believers  develop  endurance  as  they 
learn  from  God’s  discipline  in  their  lives. 

Pay  the  price  (Heb.  13:12-14).  Verses  12-14  are  the 
high  point  of  the  message  of  Hebrew  s.  First,  the  suttering, 
death,  and  resurrection  of  Jesus  was  an  absolute  necessity 
for  our  salvation.  Second,  believers  are  to  deny  themselves, 
take  up  the  cross  and  follow  Jesus  even  if  it  means  death. 

Christians  can  expect  to  suffer  abuse,  rejection  even  - 
physical  suffering  in  this  world.  Believers  are  to  separate 
themselves  from  the  entanglements  of  sin.  However,  being 
separate  does  not  mean  separation  from  the  unbelievers, 
because  they  are  the  mission  field.  Separation  can  be  cost¬ 
ly.  “All  who  desire  to  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  will  be  per¬ 
secuted”  (2  Tim.  3:12). 

Offer  pleasing  sacrifices  (13:15-16).  The  Jews  under¬ 
stood  about  .sacrifices  in  the  Old  Testament  times. 

Believers  in  New  Testament  times  knew  Christ  offered  up 
the  one  and  only  sacrifice  for  sin.  So  what  pleasing  sacri¬ 
fices  are  we  to  offer  up  to  God?  Verses  1 5  and  1 6  give  the 
two  sacrifices:  the  offering  up  continually  of  praise  to  God 
and  doing  good  works  in  his  name.  Do  your  speech  and 
inner  thoughts  reflect  a  lifestyle  of  thanks  and  praise? 
Remember,  God  is  not  pleased  if  our  praise  is  not  accom¬ 
panied  by  good  works.  When  we  praise  him  and  serve  oth¬ 
ers,  God  is  pleased. 

In  difficult  times  many  adults  waver  or  have  difficulty  in 
maintaining  their  commitments.  God  wants  his  followers  to 
focus  on  the  example  of  Jesus,  learn  from  his  discipline, 
identify  with  Christ  even  when  it  is  costly  and  to  offer 
pleasing  sacrifices  of  praise  and  good  works  in  his  name. 
Jesus,  being  completely  human,  faced  great  hardships.  He 
loves  us,  sympathizes  with  us,  and  enables  us  —  what  a 
mighty  Gold  we  serve! 

This  study  concludes  a  five  session  study  in  Hebrews. 
Sessions  focused  on  Jesus  as  the  true  foundation  of  faith, 
how  to  demonstrate  a  confident  faith,  maturing  spiritually, 
living  by  faith,  and  enduring  hardships.  Many  people  are 
named  in  Hebrews  as  people  of  faith.  Are  you  a  person  of 
faith? 

The  only  way  to  become  a  person  of  faith  is  to  trust 
Jesus  to  be  your  Savior.  All  of  us  owe  a  sin  debt  that  we 
cannot  pay.  Only  Jesus  was  the  perfect  sacrifice,  the  atone¬ 
ment  for  our  sin.  He  has  provided  the  only  way  for  us  to 
have  fellowship  with  God  and  to  be  counted  as  one  of 
God’s  children.
